(but not sub-Agency), on certain eon- 
ditions. :

A FAMOUS PHILOSOPHER 


Bacon Predicted Steamshipa 
ana Aercplanes 

The seventh centenary of the bith! 
of Roger Bacon was celebrated re- 
cently at Oxford University, where 
the famous phiiosopher studied some 
years. 

Bacon appears to have 
many things which have been real- 
ized, such as the steamship, the auto- 
mobile and the flyin;; machine. 

One of the earliest of Bacon’s mincr 
works, the treatise “on the marvc!- 
lous power o; art and nature,’ was 
first printed i» Paris in 1542. His 
early reputation for magical pow 2's 
end mechauical inventions partly 
arose out of a passage in that trect- 
ise, stating thai it was possible to 
make “instruments of navigation 
without men tu row in them;” “char- 
icts’. moving with unspeakable force, 
without any living creature in them; 
and even an iustrument ‘to fly 
withal if one sit in the midst of the 


predicted 


by which the wings, being artificially 
composed, may beat the air after the 
manner of a flying bird.” “Also per- 
spects may be so formed that things 
far off shall seem most 
us.” He further states 
saltpetre and otker ingredients, wo 
are able to make a fire that shal 
burn at any distance we please.” 

The sciences traversed by Roger 
Bacon in the course of his published 
works include Theology, Speculative 
Philosophy, Mathematics, Geography, 
Astronomy, Physics, Optics, Chemis- 
try, Experimental Science and Moral 
Philoscphy. He was interested in 
every one of these sciences taken 
separately, but he also realized the 
close coanection of all the sciences 
to one another. He tells us, in his 
Opus Tertium that all the sciences 
are conuected, and foster one anotier 
with mutual aid.” 

Roger Bacon was profoundly con- 
vinced of the influence of the stars 
on the life of man. He even held, 
with Albumazar, that the origins of 
all religions, aud of their several 
sects, depende! upon the conjunctions 
of the plane:s; and it has been sur- 
mised tuat this was one of the ‘no- 
velties” of opinion for which he was 
condemned by the authorities of the 
Franciscan Order. 

But such could only have been part 
of the pretext for the severe sentence 
passed upon nim. The crime of 
which, in the eyes of his superiors, 
he was really guilty was an unflinch- 
ing devotion to the cause of liberty, 
progress and reform. He was pun- 
ished by persons in authority for the 
unpardonable offence ot holding opin- 
ions in advance of those of his own 
time; but the present generation will 
assuredly rejoice in the honor that 
is being paid to the memory of one 
who Was a votary of learning and 
science, aS W2:l as a martyr in the 
sacred cause of liberty.

Bulletin No. 21, issued by Dairy and Food Bureau of the State of 


Utah, reads as follows :— 


“The sale in the State of Utah of baking powders containing 
minute quantities. of dried egg (albumen) is declared illegal. The 
albumen in these baking powders does not actually increase the 
leavening power of the powder, but by a series of unfair and deceptive 
tests such powders are made to appear to the innocent consumer to 
possess three or four times their actua] leavening power."

' Transmission of Sight by Wire 


Once move we are assured, aud ‘his 


xperiments i enable those using 
the telephone to see the person 
the otber end of the wire. 

The inventer, Dr. M. A. Low, a 
Londoa consulting engineer, has giv- 
en a short description of the appara- 
tus and inethod of the new wonder. 
The transmitter is a screen cum- 
posed uf cells of selenium, the elec- 
trical resistance of which) varies ac- 
cording to the light that touches it 
Over this screen there passes a syn- 
chronously running roller consisting 
of a number of pieces, which’ are 
alternating conductors end insulators 

The rolier ig driven by a motor of 
8,000 revolutions a minute, and the 
resulting variations of light ure 
transmitied along an ordinary con- 
The receiver is mado 
up of a series of cells operated by 
the passage of polarized light through 
thin salts of steel and at this recetv- 
er the object, which is before the 
transmitter is reproduced as a flicker- 
ing image. 

The process is described as a “kine- 
matographic application of commsn 
electrical princiyies.”. The system 
has been tested .nrough a resistance 
equivalent to a distance of four miles, 
but, in the opinion of Dr Low, there 
is no reason why it should not be 
equally effective over far greater dis- 
tances. 

“The tones of the human voice, of 
which there are |.undreds of gradua- 
tions,” says Dr Low, “can be repro- 
duced by wireless telephony. The 
| gradations of ligst are far simprer 
than thuse of sound. and it should be 
possible to devise a wireless means 
of transmission. I will commit my- 
self to the prophecy that in fitty 
years peopte will look back w'th 
wonder at the uays when it was ne 
cessary to be at a person’s side in 
order to see nim. When this day 
arrives, consider how it will chaage 
the conditions of warfare. Imagine 
the altered methods of military op- 
erations when you can see what is 
happening miles away.” 

At present the image reproduced 13 
of the size which the eye of a cam- 
era would take. It shows variations 
of light and scade somewhat in the 
degree of a hal'tone block, but it 
does not repruduee color. 

Dr. Low is well known in London 
as a cousulting engineer, and has en- 
gaged in laboratcry research for the 
government. A number of inven- 
tions stund to his credit, including 
the low high pressure mofor and a 
high pressure petrol engine. The 
experimen‘s in connection with light 
by wire have extended over five 
years. 

In the transmitting screen se'eniunm 
may be replaced by any diamagnetic 
material. The cost of the apparatus 
is considerable as the conduc- 
tive sections of the roller are made 
of platinum.

Bach day they lengthen the tiger’s 
chain, and the prisoner, which is kept 
half starved that he may be the more

Those ele- 
pkants which stand their grovni 
without flinching are considered 


qualified for the hunt in the jungle, 
but those that have revealed the 
least timidity are degraded from the 
rauk of hunter—the aristocracy of 
their kind—«nd are turned over to 
iguominious labor.

ed to represent a tremendous month- 
ly wage list The number of employees 
grows all the time, in spite of careful 
appointment and economic working. 
These monthly cheques find their way 
into the most distant, the oddest 
places. They are hurried, in-enclosures 
tu the dstant parts of British Colum- 
bia.
